British Columbia’s 3,200 striking longshore¬ 
men Thursday agreed to go back to work and give 
negotiators 90 days in which to work out final 
settlement of their six-week strike. 

The vote among longshore¬ 
men at six ports was 38 per 
cent in favor of returning, the 
same margin by which the 
men two day* ago rejected 
the second contract proposal 
in two weeks.. 

Andy Kotowich, Canadian 
area president of their union, 
said in Vancouver he had 
spoken with Labor Minister 
Bryce Mackasey and Mackasey 
had indicated he would wait 
and see what happens.

SAIGON (AP) — North 
Vietnamese soldiers, striking 
from the depths of the U Minh 
Forest, made their first large- 
scale attack of the war in 
South V1 e t n a m s Mekong 
Delta Thursday. 

The North Vietnamese 
stormed the camp of a South 
Vietnamese amphibious force, 
and killed or wounded 125 of 
the 500 defenders. The attack, 
138 miles southwest of Saigon, 
was farther south than any 
major assault ever launched— 
by North Vietnamese forces. 


The sources said police at 
one post lost one,killed and 
five wounded in (he attack 
while communist casualiies 
were not known.

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Quebec’s Language Bill 


I N MID-OCTOBER Premier Jean-Jacques Ber¬ 
trand introduced a new bill which he described 
as the first step in a campaign to elevate French 
"to the rank and prestige of the genuine national 
language" of Quebec. 

Under Bill 63, “an act to promote the teaching 
of the French language In Quebec” — which 
passed its second reading this week — the 
provincial government proposes to ensure by 
statute the right of parents to choose the language 
of instruction at their children but requires ail 
students in English language schools to acquire a 
“working knowledge” of French before graduating 
from elementary school, from high school and 
from junior colleges. 

It also guarantees this right of choice for 
Immigrants though it suggests that they undergo a 
20-week intensive French language course on 
arrival in Quebec. 

However, despite this effort to establish 
French as the priority language of Quebec in every 
aspect of the province's economic, business, 
cultural and social life and a stirring declaration 
that, "Henceforth Quebec will be built in French," 
Mr. Bertrand’s bill has caused some dissatisfaction 
among French Canadians in general and the 
separatist groups in particular. 

A good many moderates as well as the 
majority of ardent Quebec nationalists argue that 
such a measure might well mean the extinction of 
the French language not only in Quebec but in all 
North America. They fear that if a choice of 
languages is allowed, Quebecers might ultimately 
turn to English as the most practical and useful of 
the two with the eventual result of Quebec 
becoming culturally another Louisiana. 

Public protests against the passage of the bill 
have been held and more are threatened. Last 
week a mass demonstration of between 15,000 and 
20,000 people, mostly students, resulted in violence 
and the arrest of some 40 participants after the 


French Canadians who, while paying lip service to 
Quebec nationalism, are quietly educating their 
children in English. It is also a fact now accepted 
by responsible Quebec political leaders. 

In a recent interview with George MacKinnon 
or Executive magazine, the Hon. Marcel Masse, 
Quebec minister of intergovernmental affairs and 
the holder of three other portfolios in the Bertrand 
cabinet, had this to say: 

"We in the Quebec government have started 
our own language commission and they have 
presented to us their plan for study ... This 
commission will cost some money (about $2 
millions) but I think it is important to study and 
research all our language problems, especially this 
one of communicating with business and industry. 

“Is it possible for Quebec in North America to 
speak a different language from the rest of the 
continent, especially in business and industry, and 
survive? If we are not able to answer this question 
suitably... I think that the rest of the study would 
be futile. 

“If it is not possible to work In French, why 
should we have to teach it? It costs a lot of money 
to teach French In our schools and if It is not going 
to be used at work, this cost may perhaps have 
to be reviewed. But I also believe that it is use¬ 
ful for a business man to learn more than one 
language . . .” 

If this kind of thinking prevails among the 
more practical and responsible of Quebec’s leaders 
it augurs well for the future of Quebec — and 
Canada. Certainly nobody in Canada — or North 
America for that matter — would dream of 
demanding that French Canadians abandon either 
their language or their culture. 

But as long as Quebec is part of Canada it is 
imperative that English is accepted there as an 
official language — just as French is accepted by 
all English-speaking provinces under the federal

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Bumper Crops in Traditional Markets Produce Major Price War 


World Wheat Glut Hits Canada 



By GENE GREGORY, from Borne 

The world wheat market is in crisis. The year- 
old International Grains Arrangement (IGA), a 
price agreement that was a key element in the — 
Kennedy Round of tariff negotiations, has virtually 
collapsed. 

i Bumper crop* around die world combined with a rapidly 
falling trade in grains has produced a glut, sparking a price 
war between the world's major wheat exporters — the United 
States, Canada and Australia. 

With rapidly Increased production in traditionally wheat- 
Importing countries, world trade in wheat has fallen from an 
all-time high of 62,000,000 tons In 196^66 to 45,000,000 tons In 
the last harvest year. Yet world wheat production, excluding 
that erf the Communist countries, has risen by almost 
30,000,000 tens. 

TTie result: stocks for the five major exporting countries 
— including Argentina and France — are expected to ri se tir — 
66 56,200,000 metric tons In 1969, only slightly below the all- 
time peak of 1961, and almost 20,000,000 tons above tiie carry¬ 
over stock of 37,000,000 tons at the end of the 1967-68 season. 

A * * 

U.S. stocks rose an estimated 21,800,000 tons by mid-1969, 
almost twice as high as In 1967, while In Canada they climbed 
to a record 23,100,000 tons. 

Hie ensuing wheat war has turned Into a global free-for- 
aU, wtth the United States and Canada In the centre of the 
storm fighting among themselves over world markets while 
trying to check the encroachment of France and the Soviet 
Union In preserves they had come to regard as their own. 

And, ns if things were not already in bad enough shape, 
uncertainties in European currency markets have riggered 
an invasion of the German market by French and Danish 


suppliers, putting fresh strains mi the European Common 
Market's controversial agricultural system. 

This situation is not likely to be substantially improved 
by September's $135,000,000 wheat deal between Canada and 
Red China, or by the Soviet Union's fulfillment of its 
commitments to take 135,000,000 bushels of wheat still to be 
delivered under its outstanding agreement with Ottawa. 

To relieve the pressure on Canadian farmers, who are 
holding over 850,000,000 bushels of unsubsidized wheat, 
Ottawa has sold Philippine flour mills 150,000 tons at five 
cents a pound below current prices. 

★ ★ ★ 

While American grain interests were protesting this cut- 
rate sale as a deliberate provocation, pointing out that'the 
Canadian Wheat Board had agreed to leave the Philippine 
market to the United States as a part of an agreement that 
ended the last U.S.-Canadian wheat war in 1967, France was 
making inroads into the Japanese market with low-priced soft 
wheat. 

The Japanese food agency, vexed with the U.S. and 
Canadian practice of selling to Europe at prices below those 
offered to Far Eastern buyers, let it be known that unless 
Japan received price markdowns equivalent to those 
accorded to Europe, they would switch to French wheat. 

Certain exporters also have been undercutting official 
IGA prices by juggling freight rates or offering substantial 
discounts on other grain exports not covered by the 
agreement. France and Australia have both been charged 
with deals of this kind. 

Faced with this situation, few countries are doing 
anything positive to tailor supplies to the market. Only in the 
United States are acreage controls operating, there is some 
question as to just how long Congress can hold the line 
against pressures to lift these controls. 

One vital factor in the wheat equation is the growth of 
wheat production in West European countries, which at one 
time were large-scale Importers. Wheat growing is 
encouraged by all their governments, and while fat Britain the

withdrawal — except on its 
own terms — is, superficially, 
so paradoxical it is almost 
incredible. Yet the Commun¬ 
ists significantly insist at 
Paris that agreement on 
“Coalition government" be 
reached before any cease-fire. 


My own recent conversation 
with the North Vietnamese in 
Paris was revealing. I sug¬ 
gested that limited Commun¬ 
ist concessions would speed 
U.S. withdrawal and they 
agreed that "Vietnamization 
is just another name for 
continuing the war." 

But the Communist officials 
refused to acknowledge any 
advantage to themselves In 
hastening withdrawal by even 
token concessions. Instead, 
they chorused: 

“The United States can only 
regain prestige by ending the 
war. Otherwise, Nixon will be 
destroyed — worse than John¬ 
son was.” 

Resisting the temptation to 
ask what destruction was 
worse than destruction itself, 
I tried to find out why Hanoi 


did not want American with¬ 
drawal above all else. 

Though I was not thpn 
further enlightened, the an¬ 
swer now appears clear: the 
Communists do not want a 
repetition of the circumstances 
following the 1954 Geneva- 
agreement which promised 
them South Vietnam — and 
then snatched the prize away. 

Having dissipated most of 
their political capital by ter¬ 
rorism and ineptitude, they 
fear that the Saigon govern¬ 
ment will be too strong for 
them t o overthrow after 
measured American with- 
drawal. That disappointment 
occurred in the 1950s. 

★ ★ * 

Hanoi had expected a 
crumbling South Vietnam to 
fall after the elections pre¬ 
scribed at Geneva — elections 
rejected in 1956 by a Saigon 
regime which had not signed 
the agreement. Instead, the 
Communists faced an Increas¬ 
ingly stable regime and were 
forced to begin again an 
arduous guerrilla build-up. 

It is now 10 years since the 


Communists' military offen¬ 
sive was renewed and the 
Communists are further from 
victory than they were in 
1965. They were then thwarted 
b y American intervention. 
They fear that they will once 
again be thwarted by the way- 
the United States withdraws. 

With American ground 
troops removed from combat, 
Hanoi could lose its most 
powerful weapon — antiwar 
protest* in the United States. 

It will be difficult to whip 
up major demonstrations 
when American casualties are 
reduced to a minimum. 

★ ★ * 

The canny Communist 
leaders are realists; they 
want to wield their most 
potent weapon until their 
victory is certain. They do not 
want • to face a revivified 
Saigon government without 
the support of American 
demonstrations. 

They, therefore, maintain 
that Vietnamization means 
continuing resistance to their 
conquest. 'Riey, therefore 
want Americansto "over¬ 
throw the government of 
South Vietnam as we leave.” 

And, it appears, they do not 
want Americans to leave until 
they have destroyed the Re¬ 
public of Vietnam by forcing 
a communist-controlled coali¬ 
tion.

Agnew Causes Alarm

Spiro Agnew is not the first politician to carve 
himself a useful career based on verbal ineptitudes. 
Normally the emergence of such a man on the na¬ 
tional scene is cause for rejoicing among the press 
and public alike, as a reliable and prolific source of 
comic reliefs to lighten the tensions of the day. 

Such is not the case with the U.S. vice-president, who has 
lately caused real alarm throughout the United States, not so 
much because he could some day be president but because 
no one seems to know whether or not his mouthings are being 
engineered by President Nixon or whether the vice-president 
is simply stupid. 


Unfortunately, the president 
himself adds to the confusion, 
sometimes openly using 
Agnew. as he did when he 
summoned him from his 
duties as president of the 
Senate to demand that anti- 
Vietnam student demonstra¬ 
tors repudiate an expression 
of support from Hanoi. 

Other times he appears to 
dissociate himself from the 
vice-president. 


It is somewhat of an irony,

He is an opinionated non¬ 
intellectual, an absolute 
square and proud at it. 
Since he hasn’t a shred of 
sublety, he leaves himself 
wide open to misinterpretation 
not of what be says but of 
what he means. 

When, during the election 
campaign, he called a 
reporter travelling wtth him 
“that fat Jap” it doubtless 
never occurred to him that 
there might be racial over¬ 
tones. He simply didn't think.

wheat crop has increased only marginally, mainly for 
climatic reasons, output has risen in Euromart countries. 

Thanks to an artificially high price to farmers, Euromart 
last year had a 7,000,000-ton surplus of soft wheat. Nearly 
5,000,000 tons were reportedly still in store at mid-1969, the 
balance having been exported with the help of massive export 
subsidies, or restitutions as they are called. 

The over-all outlook for wheat is made more gloomy by 
the drop in consumption of wheat products in most advanced 
countries. In West European countries, wheat consumption 
fell as much as five pounds per capita last year, and this 
trend is bound to continue as living standards keep rising and 
heavy manual labor decreases. 

The grain picture has changed drastically in the 
developing countries. 

The Irony of the present situation is that wheat exporters 
had succeeded in obtaining $7,200,000 a ton above the old 
International Wheat Agreement minimum on the grounds that 
this was necessary to induce farmers to produce enough 
wheat to feed the increasing numbers of hungry people in 
many parts of the world. 

* * * 

But in accepting this agreement, in 1967, few foresaw how 
quickly the spread of higher yielding varieties of Mexican 
wheat and improved farming techniques would make an 
impact on wheat production In countries like India and 
Pakistan, which together took over 16 , 666,666 tons annually In 
the mid-1960s. Both countries are now near self-sufficiency 
and could become wheat exporters In the early 1970s. 

A solution to the crisis, short of undependable natural 
disasters to crop production, seems a long way off. 

The price-cutting that is accelerating now is unlikely to 
do more than switch exports to the most aggressive seller, or 
the country most capable of sustaining heavy farm subsidies. 
Were either of these contests to be engaged, the United 
States would probably have the resources to outlast the 
others.

Upper Island resort owners, in the wake of a disastrous 
sports salmon fishing year in the Gulf of Georgia, have plunged 
headlong into the campaign to get something done to 
rehabilitate salmon stocks. 

They brought their problem to the floor of the 780-member 
B.C. Motels, Resorts and Trailer Parks Association, which met 
this week in Victoria. 

They voiced fears that “the shattered status of toe salmon 
fishing Industry, both sportswise and commercially, is now and 
will further jeopardize the investment of motel and resort 
operators as it reflects adversely on their greatest asset 

They won full support for one of the most sensible salmon 
conservation resolutions we have seen in recent years. 

It asks that federal fisheries proceed with all haste to 
Install a hatchery in the upper Island area to supply stocks for 
a combined seeding erf creeks and rivers with coho and 
Chinooks in the upper Island waters. 

It also asks that the grilse limit be increased to 16 inches, 
from 12 inches, and that resort owners and other resixmsible 
{tersons be deputized to help enforce the fisheries regulations. 

One of the most important requests is one asking for 
legislation to raise the status of fish as users of our water 
resources, by establishing minimum flow requirements on all 
creeks and river systems of sufficient quantity to at all times 
ensure maintenance of fisheries stocks the year round. 

It suggests a minimal sports licence fee could be Imposed 
to help pay rehabilitation costs. 

The resolution also asks the provincial government to 
recognize the importance of the sports salmon fishery as a 
valuable contributor to the economy of toir province. It also 
asks the provincial government to enforce legislation on 
pollution, and to strengthen anti-pollution legislations as 
icquired.

Brothers said Thursday he was 
"delighted” that the federal 
government had moved to re¬ 
serve a channel for educational 
television on existing and future 
cable TV services. 

However, the minister added 
in an interview from Princeton, 
the future of educational tele¬ 
vision in B.C. remains uncer¬ 
tain. 

Wednesday Secretary of State 
Gerard Pelletier announced the 
government was shelving a bill 
which would have created a 
Canadian Educational Broad¬ 


casting Agency. It would have 
set up and operated a series of 
ultra-high frequency stations. 

Pelletier said the federal 
government had found it impos¬ 
sible to meet the demands of all 
the provinces, and that recent 
|technological advances bad 
changed the situation. 

★ ★ A 

The state secretary told the 
Commons that Ottawa would 
not allow the provinces to 
broadcast their own ETV, but 
would require all cable tele¬ 
vision operators to reserve at 
least one channel for educa¬ 
tional programming. 

"This is very good news to us 


In said Mr. Brothers. 

"We're very delighted indeed." 

Mr. Brothers said that when 
he attended an education minis¬ 
ters’ meeting with Pelletier in 
Ottawa Oot 20, ". . . be was 
having a great deal of trouble 
with Quebec and Ontario, too." 

Mr. Brothers said B.C.’s 
position was that there was no 
need to create a costly new 
department to broadcast ETV. 
Facilities and personnel already 
existed In the CBC, said the 
minister. 

Mr. Brothers Im« previously 
declared that ETV ia desirable 
lor the province. During the 
past year the education depart-' 


raent reorganlred Its visual aids 
service and school broadcasts 
division Into a B.C. Audio-Visual 
Resource Centre in Vancouver, 
but has not yet moved intoi 
television. 

L*st month Mr. Brothers told 
the B.C. School Trustees' Asso¬ 
ciation:

“This Is a field which is 
evolving at such a rapid pace 
that we are studying it very 
carefully before committing 
ourselves to the vast expendi¬ 
tures which would be involved.” 

Mr. Brothers also announced 
the government had commis¬ 


sioned an independent firm to 
study ETV. 

Both at the provincial and 
local levels, educators have 
expressed fear of committing 
themselves to heavy spending 
on video hardware, only to have 
it made obsolete In a few years. 

Mr. Brothers said Thursday: 

“Of all the provinces, B.C. 
will have the moat difficulty 
with ETV, because of the 
mountains. 

"We're going to have to 
utilize a combination of sys- 
tems: broadcasting on micro¬ 
wave, cable television and video 
tap* delivered from school to 
school.

Aldermen Pass Oil Protest 


Refusal by Victoria aldermen 
to support a protest against oil 
exploration in the Gulf Islands 
was described Thursday as 
"indefensible and shortsighted." 

The opinion, strongly ex¬ 
pressed by Dick Chudley of the 
University of Victoria, spokes¬ 
man for the newly-formed 
Victoria Society for Pollution 
and Environmental Control, was 
echoed by Greater Victoria 
Chamber of Commerce presi¬ 
dent Qare Copeland and Vic¬ 
toria Visitors' Bureau president 
Pat Frumento.

The protest was contained in 
a resolution forwarded from the 
Nanimo regional board. It was 
given unanimous support here 
at a recent meeting of the 
Capital Regional Board but was 
rejected Thursday by the 
finance committee of city coun¬ 
cil. 

It pointed^ out that seismic 


tests were now in progress in 
the Gulf of Georgia and other 
inland straits and that if such 
testa were successful oil wells 
would likely be drilled in those 
areas.

The Nanaimo board asked 
that the strongest protests be 
forwarded to the provincial and 
federal governments by all 
municipalities o n Vancouver 
Island. 

The Nanimo resolution was 
prompted by the Santa Barbara, 
Calif., off-ehore oil well leak. 

Aid. Percy Frampton said he 
thought die matter could safely 
be left in the hands of the 
provincial and federal govern¬ 
ments and his attitude was 
supported by Aid. Robert Baird. 

Lone dissenter Aid. Lily Wil¬ 
son thought the time to call a 
halt was right now.

With Parka Industry

BAKER LAKE, N.W.T. 
(CP) — It's only a four-room 
house, but crammed inside its 
walls is an industry, unique in 
the North, which is making 
life easier for the Eskimos of 
Baker Lake. 

The house, known as the 
Duffle Garment Centre, and 
its products mean a steady 
income to about 135 Eskimo 
women who work either there 
or in their homes. 

"Die garment centre turns 
out many products, but its 
biggest seller, sy popular that 


the workers can’t manufac¬ 
ture enough to meet demand, 
is the Eskimo parka. 

The centre is the first in the 
North t o employ sewing 
machines and a mechanical 
cutter and has a full-time 
manager, Maurice Thibodeau, 
hired by the federal govern¬ 
ment to instruct the Eskimos 
in modern assembly-line tech¬ 
niques. 

"When I installed the sew- 
1 n g machines," Thibodeau 
says, "I wasn't sure how the 
Eskimos would like using 
them. 


322,000 worth of the garments 
were shipped south, with most 
going to the federal govern¬ 
ment-owned Canadian Arctic 
Producers, which retails the 
garments or sells them to 
other stores across the 
country.

"It just seems we can't 
make them fast enough," says 
Thilxxleau. 

"The more we make, the 
more we sell. I just wish we 
could find some way to make 
them faster.’’

OTTAWA (CP)—If the- 
govemment stopped allow¬ 
ing tax concessions to cer¬ 
tain foreign university 
teachers visiting Canada, 
restraints would be put on 
international mobility, Prof. 
H. Hahlo of Montreal said 
Thursday. 

Prof. Hahlo, director of the in¬ 
stitute of comparative and for¬ 
eign law at McGill^ University, 
told-a meeting of the Associa¬ 
tion of Universities and Colleges 
of Canada that withdrawal of 
the tax concessions could give 
XJ.S. universities an advantage 
over Canadian ones. 

He was commenting on a rec¬ 
ommendation to the associa¬ 
tion's board that it urge the fed¬ 
eral government to re-examine 
Its policy of a two-year tax waiv- 
er for foreign nationals entering 
Canada to teach at her universi¬ 
ties. 

The recommendation said the 
“tax holiday'’ U unfair to Cana¬ 
dian university teachers, unjust 
to the taxpayers and no longer 
necessary. Because it is recip¬ 
rocal between Canada and the 
U.S., an artificial flow of people 
between the two countries might 
be created. 

Prof. Hahlo said that if the 
tax concession is abolished, 
other countries with similar ar¬ 
rangements might rescind them 
for Canadian professors. 

Dr. D. E. Smith, dean of arts 
at the University, of Alberta, 
aaid he agreed with Prof. 
Hahlo. But he objected to use of 
the concessions by persons who 
really came to the country in¬ 
tending to take a permanent po¬ 
sition.

The U.S. Federal Communications Commission has 
come up with an utterly fascinating ruling on complaint* 
that the Hunger in America documentary on CBS in 1968 
was slanted and distorted. ^ 

The FCC conceded there were "muddy" areas where 
the- truth might bo disputed, but said the CBS 
documentary crew did not act irresponsibly and, in fact, 
praised CBS for presenting the show, Then came a double 
surprise: 

First, the FOC said it will no longer allow controversy 
Over news judgment to affect its decisions on renewal of 
individual stations’ licences, ‘‘unless it is claimed that 
management directed a newsman to slant the news." And 
second, the FCC will investigate claims that newsmen 
staged news if bribes or rigging are shown in evidence. 
Otherwise, management is expected to discipline 
newsmen. The FCC pul it bluntly: "We are not tha 
national arbiter of the truth." Fascinating.

It leenii a long time line* we were 
able to get In an hour or two o t 
pottering In the garden after supper. 

Now that darkness is closing In even 
before we get home from the office, our 
gardening is necessarily confined to 
weekends and holidays, and the hours 
available are not always enough to take 
care of the odd Httle jobs that 
accumulate. 

It Is important, therefore, to allot 
priorities to the most pressing chores, 
particularly those that Involve the life 
or death of living plant*. 

The work schedule should Include 
such tasks as staking and tying any 
small trees or shrubs which are coming 
adrift in the wind, and firming the soil 
around any newly planted specimens. 
Another job of high priority Is the 
taking and rooting of cuttings. 


hi* pruning* to start torn* plants for 
your own garden. 

Even though this la not the moat 
favored time of the year, the following 
subjects can be propagated fairly 
readily from cuttings taken now; 
anywhere from 39 to 60 per oant of your 
slips should take root and grow away: 
Buddlela or Butterfly Bush, ForsythU, 
Kerria japonioa, Philadelphia or Mock 
Orange, all the Rlbes family which 
Include* the ornamental flowering 
currants as well as blaok and red 
currants and gooseberries; ths shrubby 
Spiraeas and Tamarix. 


Pruning shears or secateurs are 
seldom sharp enough for trimming 
sllpa, for any crushing or bruising of the 
wood Interferes with rooting. Use a 
very sharp knife or, better still, an old 
razor blade, and you’d better do your 
trimming on a wood block, for it Is the 
easleet thing In the world to slice Into 
ths ball of your thumb, particularly 
when cutting through a hollow-stemmed 
shoot.

I wouldn't dream of taking a cutting 
of any kind without using a hormone 
rooting powder, for roots are produced 
so much more surely and apeedily with 
this chemical aid. Rootone, Stim-Root 
and Seradix are all good products; 
simply moisten the bate of the slip, dip 
it in the hormone powder, then tap it 
gently to dislodge any exoesa dust, for 
too much is worse than not enough. 

If you have no greenhouse or 
coldframe, your slips may be inserted 
three or four Inches apart in an outdoor 
bed of sandy soil with a half-inch 
■urfaolng of pure tend or chicken grit. 

Push them In to a depth of about 
five Inches end give one good watering 
to firm the toil, but try to keep the 
cutting bed Just a little on the dry side 
thereafter. It Is a good Idea to dig a 
little trench around the bed to carry off 
excess rain. 


The best shoots for our slip* are new 
branches, produced and ripened this 
past summer. These can usually be 
distinguished from the older branches 
and shoot* by the abeence of aide shoots 
and by the paler, smoother bark. Each 
shoot will make several cuttings, 
dividing them Into section* 7 to 10 
Inches long. 

It is Important, when preparing your 
slips, to mark them In some way so you 
'will be able to tell top from bottom, for 
the slips won't root If you plant them 
upside down. One common way is to 
trim the top end with a slanting cut, 
about halfway between two leaf joints, 
and the bottom cut straight across, 
about half an inch below a joint.

OTTAWA (CP) Tax reform 
proposals being tabled in Par¬ 
liament today will have implica¬ 
tions for every Canadian from 
the cradle to the open grave.

SAIGON (AP) — North Viet Cong attacked two South 
Vietnamese soldiers, striking 
from the depths of the U Minh 
Forest, made their first large- 
scale attack of the war in 
South Vielnarn's Mekong 
Delta Thursday.

Brothers Delighted with ETV Move 


By BILL 1TAVDAL 

Education Minister Donald 
Brothers said Thursday he was 
"delighted” that the federal 
government had moved to re¬ 
serve a channel for educational 
television on existing and future 
cable TV services. 

However, the minister added 
In an interview from Princeton, 
the future of educational tele¬ 
vision in B.C. remains uncer¬ 
tain. 

Wednesday Secretary of State 
Gerard Pelletier announced the 
government was shelving a bill 
which would have created a 
Canadian Educational Broad¬ 


casting Agency. It would have 
set up and operated a series of 
ultra-high frequency stations. 

Pelletier said the federal 
government had found It impos¬ 
sible to meet the demands of all 
the provinces, and that recent 
technological advances had 
changed file situation. 

★ ★ ★ 

The state secretary told the 
Commons that Ottawa would 
not allow the provinces to 
broadcast their own ETV, but 
would require all cable tele¬ 
vision operators to reserve at 
least one channel for educa¬ 
tional programming. 

"This is very good news to us 


in B.C.,” said Mr. Brothers. 
"We’re very delighted Indeed.” 

Mr. Brothers said that when 
he attended an education minis¬ 
ters’ meeting with Pelletier in 
Ottawa Oot. 20, "... he was 
having a great deal of trouble 
with Quebec and Ontario, too.” 

Mr. Brothers said B.C.’s 
position was that there was no 
need to create a costly new 
department to broadcast ETV. 
Facilities and personnel already 
existed in the CBC, said file 
minister. 

Mr. Brothers has previously 
declared that ETV k desirable 
for the province. During the 
past year the education depart. 


ment reorganized its visual aids 
service and school broadcasts 
division into a B.C. Audio-Visual 
Resource Centre in Vancouver, 
but has not yet moved into 
television. 

Last month Mr. Brothers told 
the B.C. School Trustees’ Asso¬ 
ciation: 

* * ★ 

"This is a field which is 
evolving at such a rapid pace 
that we are studying it very 
carefully before committing 
ourselves to the vast expendi¬ 
tures which would be involved.” 

Mr. Brothers also announced 
the government had commis¬ 


sioned an independent firm to 
study ETV. 

Both at the provincial and 
local levels, educators have 
expressed fear of committing 
themselves to heavy spending 
on video hardware, only to bavte 
it made obsolete in a few years. 

Mr. Brothers said Thursday: 

"Of all the provinces, B.C. 
will have file most difficulty 
with ETV, because of the 
mountains. 

"We’re going to have to 
utilize a combination of sys¬ 
tems: broadcasting on micro- 
wave, cable television and video 
tape delivered from school to 
school.

With Parka Industry

BAKER LAKE, N.W.T. 
(CP) — It’s only a four-room 
house, but crammed inside its 
walls is an industry, unique in 
the North, which is making 
life easier for the Eskimos of 
Baker Lake. 

The house, known as the 
Duffle Garment Centre, and 
its products mean a steady 
income to about 135 Eskimo 
women who work either there 
or in their homes. 

The garment centre turns 
out many products, but its 
biggest seller, so popular that 


the workers can’t manufac¬ 
ture enough to meet demand, 
is the Eskimo parka. ’ 

The centre is the first in the 
North t o employ sewing 
machines and a mechanical 
cutter and has a full-time 
manager, Maurice Thibodeau, 
hired by the federal govern¬ 
ment to instruct the Eskimos 
in modern assembly-line tech¬ 
niques. 

“When I installed the sew- 
i n g machines,’’ Thibodeau 
says, “I wasn’t sure how tlie 
Eskimos would like using 
them. 


522,000 worth of the garments 
were shipped south, with most 
going to the federal govern- 
ment-owned Canadian Arctic 
Producers, which retails the 
garments or sells them to 
other stores across the 
country.

"It just seems we can’t 
make them fast enough," says 
Thibodeau. 

"The more we make, the 
more we sell. I just wish we 
could find some way to make 
them faster.”
